iHas 1,500,000 Books—Output Since 
Printing Was Invented, 12,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Herbert Put- 
nam, Librarian of*®the Congressional Li- 
| brary, talked with the President to-day 
concerning a special collection of books 
he is about to purchase and in which the 
President has shown interest. Speaking 
generally of the library he sald: 

‘‘We add to our collection as fast as 
we can and as fast as the appropriation 
of $90,000 a year, made by Congress, will 
allow We spend every cent of the ap- 
propriation, and could spend many thou- 
sands of dollars more in useful books if 
we could get the money. Our library at 
}the present time has 1,500,000 volumes. 
The French National Library has 3,000,000 
and that of Great Britain 2,00v,000. Since 
printing was invented a total of 12,000,000 

| to 18,000,000 volumes of books have been 
printed. Hundreds of thousands of these 
‘are not in existence, and hundreds of 
thousands are so rare that our library 
cannot compete for them with the rich 
men of the country who are hunting

"AMERICANS ONE SHY — [SEASON'S BASEBALL cRowos. 


| Attendance at American and National 
Leagues for 1906 Was 5,719,289. 


While it is impossible to secure the &ctual 
attendance at the aAnierican and National 
League championship games during the past 
season, @ sufficiently approximate estimate can 
be made to show that baseball is a paying 
proposition for the owners of the clubs. In 
New York no attendance figures are issued, 
and to secure these it is necessary to find out 
the attendance from the visiting clubs, which 
receive 60 per cent. for all paid straight ad- 
| missions, In this way the actual paid at- 
tendance can be obtained. According to the 
most reliable information 5,719,289 persons wit- 
nessed the combined games of the American 
and National Leagues during the season just 
closed, Chicago alone drawing one-fifth of the 
grand total. The figures show a decrease of 
more than 85,000 from last year, the American 
League falling behind by 132,676, while the 
National League showed an increase of 46,903. 
Despite the close race of the American League 
and the one-sidedness of the National League, 
this wags the best season the Nationals have 
had since the Americans came East, and the 
best season the older organization has had in 
its history. 

For the third consecutive year the Americans 
outdrew the Nationals. The grand total of 
the American League was 2,938,076, while the 
total of the National League was 2,781,213. 
The difference in the two leagues’ figures this 
season was 156,863, while last year’s differ- 
ence showed 826,442, the Nationals making 
a gain of 169,579 on the Americans. 

The New York Americans outdrew the Na- 
tionals in New York by more than 30,000. 
is the first season that Frank Farrell 
has come out ahead of President Brush. The 
actual attendance at the American League 
Park was 434,700, or an averagé\of 6,488 per- 
sons to each game, while the Polo Grounds’ 


attendance aggregated 402,850, or 6.204 
each contest. The total paid admissions 
New York for both leagues was 837,550, 

The Chicago Nationals lead all the teams 
in both leagues, with a total of 654,300, out- 
drawing the White Sox by nearly 70,000. While 


in 


ship, their figures show a decrease of 
than 100,000, while the Cubs’ figures increased 
145, 000. 

The Western cities {In each league outdrew 
their Eastern rivals. Chicago, Pittsburg, 
cinnati, and St. Louis, in the National League, 
drew 1,663,003, while New York, Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn and Boston drew 1,118,210. The 
American League teams in the West—Chicago, 
Cleveland, Detroit, and St. Louls— drew 1,474,- 
while New York, Boston, Athletics, and 
Washington drew 1,463,941. The large Sun- 
day attendances in the West increase the fig- 
ures nearly one-third. 

The New York Nationals drew both the larg- 
est and the smallest attendance in one day. 
On Aug. 4 26,000 persons witnessed the Chi- 
cago game, while on Oct. 4 less than 250 per- 
sons saw the Philadelphias play on the Polo 
Grounds The largest crowd on &@ single day 
was at the Athletics’ grounds 
July 7, when 22,041 ersons saw Cleveland 
lose to the Athletics In a ten-inning game. 
The smallest crowd at the Athletics’ grounds | 
was 2,155, Aug. 27, to see Chicago. The larg- 
est crowd at the Philadelphias’ grounds was on 
Decoration Day, when 17,424 saw Boston. The 
crowd was 924, on Sept. 27, to see
